Murat and of Caroline Fraser were extreme- 
ly difficult, he being obliged to earn his liv- 
ing for a time by taking a milk route, while 
their children occasionally went hungry. 

The eldest of these children bore the name 
of her mother—namely: Caroline; and when 
the downfall of King Louis Philippe brought 
Louis Napoleon to the front as president of 
the republic, she, along with her parents and 
all hig other relatives, flocked to Paris, in 
order to reap.the pecuniary and social ad- 
vantages of the ties of kinsmanship by which 
they were bound to him. 

Towards the close of 1840 a family council 
of the go of Bonaparte seems to have 
been held at Paris, at which it was decided 
that Louls Napoleon, then president, must 
marry, in order to emancipate him from his 
relationship with the English demi-mon- 
daine, Mise Howerd, which was doing s0 
much harm to him and to hig name in the 
eyes of all respectable French people. This, 
family council decided that as young Caro- 
line Murat was the only unmarried princess 
of Napoleonic descent—her father’s mother 
had been Caroline Bonaparte, queen of 
Naples, and favorite sister of the first em- 
peror—a marriage must be arranged between 
her and the president. I may add that Prin- 
cess Caroline was at that time an extremely 
pretty girl, a little over 17. She danced and 
shone, and greatly enjoyed herself at the en- 
tertainmente given at the Elysée palace by 
the president. She was chaperoned by Prin- 
cess Mathilde Bonaparte. 

— 


Unfortunately she danced herself into an 
engagement with the Baron de Chassiron, a 
young and extremely good looking nobleman 
‘of excellent family, and left her family no 
alternative but to withdraw their objections 
to the match, no matter how distasteful the 
union was to them. All the Bonapartes and 
the Murate were frantic about the matter, 
denouncing her as la petite sette (the 
little fool), who had ruined all their plans, 
and their anger against her was stil) further 
increased when, te their dismay, Napoleon 
married, eighteen months later, Bugénie de 
Montijo, who disliked them all just as much 
as they detested ber. 

The marriage with the Baron de Chassiron 
lasted throughout the entire duration of the 
empire, and, judging. from Princess Caro- 
line's. Memoirs,“ it could not have been an 
altogether happy union, since otherwise she 
would not have given such patent signs of 
poignant regret at having sacrificed the 
crown of empress, nor have manifested such 
almost insane jealousy, not of EKugénie’s 
place in the affections of Napoleon III., but of 
her place on the imperial throne. 

On the death of Baron de Chasiron, which 
took place in England while the siege of 
Paris was still in progress, Princess Caroline 
who always spoke French with a pronounced 
American accent, married an Englishman of 
excellent family, and who was not a Roman 
Catholic, but a Protestant—namely: John L. 
Garden of Redisham hall, lord of the manor 
of Redisham, and high sheriff of the county. 
He in turn died in 1885, and Princess Caroline 
survived him until about six years ago, liv. 
ing on her Suffolk place as the lady of the 
manor, and holding but little intercobrse 
with her brother, Prince Joachim 
Murat, nor with her sister, Anna, Duc 
de Mouchy; and none whatsoever with An- 
press Eugénie, who neglected to take any 
notice of her death. ’

| LAWs YOU OUGHT TO KNOW. 


ORDINANCE NO. 10383. 

Tt shall be the duty of the commissioner of 
health te impose such restrictions upon, and 
to exercise such supervision over, all persons 
sfiicted with smallpox, scarlet fever, or any 
contagious or infectious disease, as shall be 
necessary to protect all-persons not of neces- 
sity connected with any person so afflicted. To 
aid in securing the isolation of a person sick 
with a contagious or infectious disease, the 
commissioner of health may cause a notice, in 
large letters, to be placed upon any house in 
which any such person may be, upon which 
notice shall be written or printed information 
setting forth the nature of the disease. If 
after any such notice shall be so posted any 


| person shall,alter, mutilate or destroy, or tear 


down such notice, without permission of the 
commilasioner of health, such person shall be 
fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor 
more than fifty dollars for each offense, and 


| every occupant of any house or building upon

tiously to furnish what is best for our theater- 
goers, and we propose to test the right of the 
manager of a theater in Chicago to place his 
best seats nigui.y in the hands of grafters 
who hold the people up for premiums and use 
methods in so doing that would bring the blush 
of shame to tne face of & second story man.” 

Chicago always has been good to me, and my 
purpose in starting this wfgument had no other 
réason than to provoke your local manager to 
a realization of the fact that he must be on the 
level with his public.

Ten thousand of the strikers and those 
dependent upon them—00,000 souls in all— 
were on the point of eviction and hundreds 
have already been forced onto the Streets. 

The industrial loss of employers and em- 
‘ployés has run high into the millions. In 
loss of wages alone the total has been esti-~ 
mated at more than $10,000,000, while 
loss to manufacturers, jobbers and retaile 
the country over has been computed at pris 
times that amount. 

In spite of the stupendous readjustment in- 
volved, the strike has been, in the main, 
hotable for its peacefulness. ‘There were | 
numerous cases of petty disorder, and a pe- 
tition of the manufacturers brought forth | 
from Justice Goff of the State Supreme cour: 
an injunction in which he ruled that any 
strike called to .

SEARCH IN EXPRESS BOOKS 
TO AID GOVERNMENT ACTION. 


Experts Seek Information at Cincin- 
nati on Which Plans to Proceed May 
Be Based, 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 2.—[Special.J]—P. C. 
Marsh and a corps of three assistants, repre- 
semting the interstate commerce commission, 
are going: over the books of the Adame Ex- 
press company at the general offices of that 
corporation here to obtain data and informa- 
tion to be used in the investigation into the 
rates charged by the company. 

Mr. Marsh and his assistants have been 
occupied with this work since last Monday. 
The same work is being done by other repre- 
sentatives of the interstate commerce com- 
mission on the books of other express com- 
panies at their general offices in different 
parts of the country. 

The Interstate commerce commission, on 
the basis that press companies are to be 
considered as common carriers the same as 

the railroads, is investigating the meth- 
ods that have been employed by these com- 
panies in doing business. The rates charged 
and various other details are being subjected 
to a scrutinizing investigation. 

It is said to be the intention of the inter- 
state commerce commission to investigate the 
booke of the telegraph companies after hav- 
ing finished the express companies.

Subordinates in 
the treasury department will no longer have 
authorityto approve requests from country 
banks. The controller himsehf or some other 
high official will make the investigatione. 


What the Statement Says. 

In his statement the controller says: 

* Heretofore it has been the practice of 
the controller’s office to approve without 
question all requests of the county banks 
for the designation of a reserve city bank 
as u reserve agent, without any considera- 
tion of the question as to whether or not 
the reserve city bank to be designated was 
in a satisfactory condition. 

“This perfunctory practice has resulted 
in the designation of some national banks 
as reserve agents when the controller's 
office was ignorant of their extremely un- 
satisfactory condition. 

“Hereafter the controller peracnaliy 

will scrutinize all applications for designa- 
tion as reserve agents before they are ap- 
proved, and the approval of all requests for 
designation of reserve cit} banks which 427 
not in a satisfactory condition as reserve 
agents will be denied or at least delayed 
until the instructions of this office have been 
complied with and the affairs of the reserve 
city banks in question placed in an entirely 
satisfactory condition.” 


Chicago a Central Reserve City. 

This new order will probably lead to a 
scrutiny of all banks acting as reserve agents 
for other banks. New York, Chicago, and 
st. Louis are central reserve cities and forty- 
six other cities, including Baltimore, Phila- 
geiphia, and Boston, are reserve cities. 

Banks in reserve cities, of course, deposit 
in central reserve banks only, but the so- 
called country banks are permitted to deposit 
in cities of either class, hence the action of 
Controller Murray will apply to reserve 
panke everywhere. 

Every national band im a reserve city is
